The prize was a handsome silver cup and 
cover manufactured by Renson, and liberally 
presented to the club by Mr. H. Dodd, an 
old member. The Metis steamer had been 
chartered by the club for the conveyance of 
members and friends to view the race, but 
the very unpropitious appearance of the wea- 
ther doubtless deterred many from availing 
themselves of it, and the numberof spectators 
was thin. In the afternoon the weather was, 
however, much improved, and there was a 
fine, dry, bracing wind out. 

The hon. secretary, Mr. R. Sadlier, appeared 
as chief officer in the absence of the commo- 
dore and vice, the former of whom was sail- 
ing his yacht, the Jessie. The course was 
from Erith to the Chapman and back, and 
half a minute's time per ton was allowed for 
difference of tonnage. At forty minutes after 
twelve the signal gun was fired to get ready, 
and in five minutes afterwards to go away. 
They canted very evenly; the Ottilia being 
most in the tide-way was round first, followed 
by the Violet and Jessie. The wind was 
W.S.W., and squally. On entering the Erith 
Sands the Violet run by the Ottilia, and was 
directly afterwards followed by the Jessie. 
In long reach the Jessie set her topsail, and 
carried it well, her owner being discreet 
enough at a subsequent period to strike it on 
the appearance of a squall. At the lower 
end of Long Reach, Lord de Ros, who steered 
his own beat with his usual skill, gave orders 
for a square sail to be set, and spanked away 
under its influence at a rare rate. The Ottilia 
was now falling far astern, her rig was very 
peculiar, being a battened lug sail, which 
certainly did not seem to give her much pace. 
Off Gravesend the Violet was a quarter of a 
mile ahead of the Jessie, the Ottilia being a 
full mile astern of the latter, and the dis-

The Chester meeting has not caused that excitement with which it was 
formerly associated, and the city is comparatively empty when com- 
pared with the throngs which used to pour in on former anni- 
versaries.

The Cup was set for 
half-past three o’clock, and up to the last moment tho crowd continued to 
swell, until the entire circuit of the course seemed nothing but a moving mass 
of people. Twenty-eight animals were “coloured ” on the card, but altogether 
forty-six were numbered. Mr. Johnson and Mr. Pickerin g got the competitors 
weighed in excellent time, and when the telegraph board was displayed it an- 
nounced twenty-three runners, a somewhat larger fleld than had been antici- 
pated. As the horses were led from the saddling inclosure, they were greeted 
with a loud buzz of voices, which increased to a roar as the respective favourites 
emerged and took their preliminary canter. The general effect of the Roodee 
at this moment was striking in the extreme. The walls were crammed, and 
the embankment at the Grosvenor turn was # swarming accumulation of 
people.

The betting up to the finish and the race will be found below: suffice it to state 
that the latter resulted in the easy, clever victory of Tim Whiffle rt, @ rank out- 
sider, against whom 33 to I was offered in vain up to the close of the rooms on 
the preceding night, and 25 to 1 might have been obtained up to the moment 
of starting.

Notwithstanding that 
many sound judges had declared that the three-year-olds would have no 
chance with the old ones, four three-year-olds, Tim W hiffler, Vest colt, 
Brighton, end Sappho, finished first, second, third, and fourth.

HOWARD, THE CELEBRATED 
LEAPER. 


E present our readers with a por- 

trait of Howard, of Bradford, the 
celebrated leaper, who was born at 
Burnley Wood, Lancashire, June 24th, 
1824; stands 5ft. 8hin., and weighs 10st 
10lb, and commenced running in 1837, 
The first match was with James Harnson, 
150 yds, £5 a side; Howard won by 5 yds. 
Beat J. Copley, 100 yds, £3a side; beat 
Sheffield Jack at run leap, £5 a side, 
Shipley Fields; beat Paul Kay, 150 yds, 
£10 a side, near Bradford, by 10 yds; 
beat Thomas Brook, 150 yds, £5 a side, 
at Sandbeds; beat J. Harrison, of Clay- 
ton, 150 yds, £20 a side, on the Bradford 
and Halifax road; leaped the canal 
locks, for £5, which he accomplished and 
completely astounded all the bystanders. 
In 1839 beat the once renowned Bob 
Coates, 120 yds, at Hyde Park, Sheffield, 
£10 a side, by 5 yds; betting 3 and 4 tol 
on Coates. This rose Howard in high 
estimation with the knowing ones. His 
next match was with the celebrated 
Jonathan Denby, 120 yds, £25 a side. 
Denby forfeited £10. Beat B. Crow, 100 
yds, £10 aside, at Shelf. Howard, through 
indisposition, got beat by John Hard- 
eastle, of Huddersfield, 120 yds, £50 a 
side, at Bellvue, Manchester. In 1843 he 
was taken in hand by some gentlemen at 
Kennington, near London, and com- 
menced, after four years’ rest, run- 
ning again; but he had gained strength 
and weight, when he came out and beat 
Green, of Epsom, 150 yds, £5 a side, 
Lord Holland’s Park, and won by 20 yds. 
He next beat C. Sykes, of Hammersmith, 
150 yds, £5 a side, Fulham Fields; beat 
the Life Guardsman, 200 yds, £10a side, 
Fulham Fields; beat Cheney, of Clap- 
ham, 150 yds, #10 a side, at Mrs. Emer- 
son’s, Ealing Common, Cheney had 5 yds 
start, but Howard won by 10 yds; beat J, 
Spencer, of Warrington, 120 yds, £10 a 
side, at Isle of Dogs, near Greenwich. A 
good deal of money changed hands on 
the event. This was a very fast run race, 
Spencer being one of the best men in 
England, having defeated some of the 
best men. He beat Willocks, the Scotch- 
man, Montgomery, and the Flying Clog- 
ger, of Preston; and Spencers’ party 
thought they were dropped on by some 
stranger, which caused great confusion 
about the stakes, but was proved to be no 
one but John Howard as specified in the 
articles. He next beat Manning, tha 
Footman, 150 yds, Wimbledon Common, 
at six in the morning, £25 a side, at which 
the flunkeys got cleaned out of all their 
gold. dust. He beat John Flockton, of 
Leeds, 120 yds, £25 a side, at Garrick 
Corner. This was an exciting race, as 
Flockton had beaten all the best men in 
Yorkshire and Lancashire, and haying 
beaten Hardcastle by 10 yds, and Hard- 
castle beating Howard for £50 a side, 
thought it a good thing, and brought 
bundreds from Lancashire and York- 
shire to witness the contest; 3 and 4 to 
1 went begging on Flockton, which was 
taken to hundreds. Howard lost the start 
by 2 yds, and won by 2 yds, which stun- 
ned the North countrymen. Howard was 
said to be amiss in this match. There was 
a man ealled Pud who held £90 and 
bolted: he has never been heard off 
since. Mr. J. Bland then took Howard 
in hand atthe Horseand Groom, George's- 
yard, Oxford-street. He next beat J. 
Newman, of Crayford, 120 yds, £20 3% 
side. Newman received 5 yds start, at 
Garrick Corner; 2 to 1 on, Howard who 
won by2 yds. Howard, while training at 
Frank Kay's, leaped 24ft. a fair run leap, 
which surprised Frank, and brought all 
the farmers and gentlemen miles round 
to witness what a man had done in the 


shape of leaping, which was considered a marvellous feat, and completely 
struck them with astonishment. His next race was with John Walker, the 
Delemere Forest Stag, 120 yds, £25 a side, at Bellvue, when upwards of 25,000 
paid admission of 6d. each. Betting: 5 to 1 on Walker. 
yds. Howard next trained himself at Gravesend, and was thought to be out of 
condition. He next tried to run one mile, but was out of his distance. George

DETERMINED FIGHT BETWEEN SMITH, THE BRIGH- 

TON DOCTOR, AND JEM HILL, OF CHELSEA, FOR 
£20, 


“Wuen doctors disagree, who shall decide?” is a query put in many im- 
portant cases; but the vexuta questio was answered satisfactorily on Monda, 
last ina pugilistic sense, by the verdict of the referee, which, to a moral, ‘is 
Jaultless. Will Smith, who rejoices in the cognomen of The Brighton Doctor, 
faced Jem Hill, the Chelsea Doctor, at the time in question, and for the above 
sum. The men haye only been matched abouta month. Hill has been in 
training with Joe Magee, of Chelsea, at a private drum in the Carlton-road, 
Highgate. We was born on the Ilth of February, 1837; and told us 


that he was about 10st Glb; but it struck us that this was much 
under the mark. His first fight was for £5 a side, in 1856, when 
he fought a draw with Jem Exhall, of Chelsea, 46 rounds 95imin. 


He next met young Evans, on the Kentish marshes, during the 
Ides of March, in 1859 and operated successfully in 35min., a score rounds. He 
was again victorious at Aldershott, on the 16th of November, 1859, with Han- 
nigan, for £25a side. T’other doctor, one of the vastly numerous family of the 
Smiths, like his opponent, first fought a draw with Dick Lambert, on the 12th 
of July, 1859, 18 rounds, 75min. He next fought and beat Roberts, for £10 a 
side, 18 rounds, 35min., September 13th, 1859. He was then deemed good 
enough to mect Patsy Reardon, Jan. 24, 1860, but in 65min., 42 rounds, was 
vanquished. The same ill-fortune resulted when he met Jem Dillon, who, in 
conjunction with Job Cobley, superintends the sparring soirées at Nat Lang- 
ham's, The Mitre, St. Martin's Lane. Jem showed him a specimen of his 
handiwork, on the 28th of June, 1860, after fighting 34 rounds, 78min. He was 
23 years of age on May Day, and weighed 10st 2lb, and was backed and trained 
from Mr. Ward's, Ironfounders Arms, Greenwich. A long and tedious rail and 
water route was undertaken at an early hour on Monday morning, and success 
eventually crowned the efforts of the Fancy, although the police interfered and 
prevented any performance on three parts of the coast. Smith was the firstin 
the ring, and won the toss for choice of corners, He was seconded by Bill Gil- 
ham and Patsy Reardon, who is now matched to fight “Sir Robert de Travers, 
the Black Knight.” Hill was waited upon by Traversand Jem Dillon. The men 
having stripped, we were enabled to judge of their condition. Hill was very 
fat, not having had suilicient time to reduce himself, although there is but 
little doubt he paid proper attention to himself for the brief period he had 
allowedhim. This utter want of form told its truthful tale, as will be found 
by the sequel. Smith, snake-built, was the largest in the reach, and looked 
well up tothe mark. Hill, like his adversary, showed every contidence, and 
offered to back himself for a ‘‘fiver,” but the offer was politely declined, 
inasmuch as Smith had been compelled to leaye town before bank 
hours. The betting was even, but speculation was exceedingly limited. It 
would be futile to give any detailed account of the fight, as it was not, by any 
means, of a scientifle character. First blood was clearly gained by Smith in 
the third round, by a left-handed investment, but it was only slight, as the 
inner lip was scarcely abrased. Independent of this it was never claimed, but 
there could be no doubt whatever of it. There was not a clear knock-down 
blow during the fight, which was characterised by more rope work than we are 
usually wont to see. Of course the policy of Smith's party was for his fighting 
for the body, in eonsequence of Jemmy’s sad want of condition ; and, gamely 
as Hill struggled, under the most painful difiiculties, this evidently lost him the 
fight, and he might weil exclaim at the end of one of the rounds, ** Ah! condi- 
tion!” The mill was of a determined character, but yet little punishment was 
inflicted—Hill having ithe lion’s share of it. In all, they fought lh. 45m., 
39 rounds, wher Travers, seeing Hill had no chance, and evidently weak and 
distressed, very considerately threw up the sponge in token of defeat. It was 
a forgone conclusion for some time previously, but, nevertheless, Smith ought 
to have made quicker work of it than he did; and it was just on the cards that 
the boot might be on the other leg, about the middle of the battle, when Hill 
fought in the most gamo manner possible in the all up-hill business he had in 
hand, The winner will receive his money on Thursday next, at Mr. Tupper’s, 
the Greyhound, Webber-row, Waterloo-road. 

MERRY MILL BETWEEN YOUNG HOGAN, OF DRURY LANE, AND 

BILL HAWKES, OF BIRMINGHAM, FOR £10 A SIDE, 


SEVERAL aristocratic admirers of the ‘noble art of self defence,” frequent- 
ing the Queen’s Head, Windmill-street, Haymarket (Jemmy Shaw’s), having 
subseribed for a purse of the above amount, the boxers before mentioned met 
on Friday, May 9th, near the memorable ficld of Farnborough, where Tom 
Sayers and Iicenan, the Benicia Boy, so gallantly fought before patricians, 
peers, painters, and poets, senators, soldiers, sailors, and suitors, for the belt 
now held by Jem Mace, the host of the Old King John, Holywell-street, 
Shoreditch.
